The Hon.J.R. Boyle, Minister 
of Education, announces that 
the Government contemplates 
the establishing of a general 
system of medica! inspection for 
tire school thildren of the Prov- 
ince. In some of the larger cit- 
ies medical inspectors of schools 
have been employed for the 
past five or six years, but out- 
side of the Jarge cities Boards 
of Trustées have not availed 
themselves of the discretionary 
powers covferred by the School 
Ordinance of employing ~med- 
ical doctors, dentists and nurses 
to look after the health of the 
school children. _ The needs of 
the country are just as great as 
those of the city. While the 
resistanee ‘of country children 
is fairly high on account of ex- 
ércise and fresh air, the oppor- 
tunities of securing medical ad- 
vice and treatment for incipient 
troubles are few owing to the 
distance of many settlers from 
towns where there are doctors 
The work will be part 
of the work of the Edueation 
Department, and the Mmister 
is convinced of the wisdom of 
substituting preventitive treat- 
ment for treatment of sickness 
and disease. He is likewise re- 
solved to assist in making 
health and medical services pul- 
lic services for the sake of econ- 
omy as well as efficiency. 

It is the intention of the De- 
partment to make the carrying 
on of medical tspections in 
towns and cities compulsory at 
an early date, and in villages 
and country districts, it is prob- 
able that the work will be ini- 
tiated and carried on by medical 
inspectors, who are employed 
directly by the Government. 

Inspection will apply to teach- 
ers as well as to pupils, 

The work will be carried out 
with tle co-operation of the 


, district sehool inspectors, who 


ave expected to make the work 
educational, as well as to give 
emphasis to defects which iuter- 
fere with the progress of indi- 
vidual pupils.

The food controller for the Do- 
minion of Canada has announced that 
he has fixed the prices on bran and 
shorts at $24.50 and $29.50 respective- 
ly a ton in bulk, f.o.b., Fort William. 

hese prices are effective from De- 
cember 17, The margin of profit to 
dealers may also be fixed, 

Prices, o feed at Western © points 
will be the fixed prices less freight 
to Fort Wi'liam. The prices at Re- 

ina, Saskatchewan, and Calgary, Al- 

erta, for bran in bulk will be ‘about 
$21.50 and for shorts about $26.50 a 
ton. The cost of sacks is about $6.30 

a ton, The prices ruling in the west 
before being fixed were $34 a ton for 
bran and $38 a ton for shorts in sacks 
delivered at country points. 

The millers’ committee is acting in 
0-operation with the food controller. 
and preference in the distribution of 
supplies will be given to farmers.

U. S. Casualties Total 1,394 


Up to December 1, according to fig- 

ures obtained from official records in 
Washington, 1,394 members of the 
military forces of the United States 
had died, had been wounded, or had 
been reported as captured or missing. 
The data cover the period from the 
day war was declared last April. Of 
this total mortality there were 937 
deaths from natural causes and 352 
accidental deaths. Eleven were kil- 
led in action and 18 have been lost 
at sea, none of them from the trans- 
ports carrying troops to France be- 
cause of enemy attacks. Causes of 
the deaths of 30 men have not been 
ascertained, - This casualty list is for 
all American forces—in Europe, in 
home camps and in is'and  posses- 
sions..—Minneapolis Tribune.

Shipbuilding in B. C. 


Revival of an Old Industry Through 
the Exigencies of War 

It is possible that the shipyards 

of British Columbia may soon be 

constructing vessels for the Aus- 

tralian government. Australia wants 


vessels, arid wants them badly, and 
negotiations are now deing _ carried 
on by the  shipbuilders of British 


Columbia with the government of the 
commonwealth with a view to acru- 
ing orders. 

At present there are six ship- 
building yards operating in British 
Columbia, and the program so far 
provides for the construction of for- 
ty-one wooden vessels. Twelve of 
these are auxiliary wooden  schoon- 
éfs, and compose the fleet of the 
Canadian West Coast Navigation 
Company, two are for the Canadian 
government, and twenty-seven are 
contracted for by the imperial muni- 
tions board, 

The cost of the material that must 
be applied to the completion of the 
ships now under construction in the 
province wi'l, it is estimated, approx- 
imate $1,700,000, 

In order to finance the shipbuild- 
ing undertakings, actual and contem- 
plated, the British Columbia Manu- 
facturers’ Association is endeavoring 
to secure from the Dominion gov- 
ernment what it terms a “shipbuild- 
ing loan.” 

If history can be relied upon, it is 
just 131 years since the first vessel 
was constructed upon the ‘Pacific 
coast.

and talked with William Bayard Hale 
then a highly respected American 
writer of unquestioned attainments. 
His maniesty talked long—for two 
hours, e had diced well, but not 
wisely, as the saying goes, and his 
words came with a rush, and they had 
a sting to them. He was an emperor, 
but more than that, he was a human 
being, and as all human beings are 
“wont at times to do, he was unburd- 
ening his heart, telling, if you choose, 
“what was on his mind,” venting a 
long pent up spleen, airing his hat- 
reds. 
Hale listened, inwardly atremble, 
on calm, For although since 
sed as a. German propagandist, 
Hale has never been rated a poor re- 
porter, and when he left the yacht he 
reasoned that he carried with him the 
most momentous interview ever ac- 
corded a journalist. And unquestion- 
ably it was. It was full of dynamite 
from start to finish. It reeked with 
abuse of Eneland and King Edward; 
it slurred and maligned the Catholic 
church in Germany and elsewhere, it 
L.the Japanese and the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance; it predicted the 
world war. e 
In other words, Wilhelm II. as far 
back as 1908 had revealed himse!f as 
the character in the role of which he 
now stands convicted—the world’s 
troublemaker, As such England andj 
the rest of the world might have ap- 
praised him with more or less accu- 
racy, immediately the Hale interview 
appeared in print. But the interview 
~ did not appear. It was suppressed. 
The kaiser had talked for publication, 
but it was suppressed, nevertheless.

Supplies of Milk and Meat are De- 
clining 


An authoritative source of evidence 
fegarding the economic condition of 
Germany shows the hard-pressed 
situation of the people of that coun- 
try. It does not indicate that the 
point of economic pressure has been 
reached at which the disillusionment 
of the German -population is estab- 
lished, nor, indeed, does it prove that 
this disillusiomment can be effected 
by economic pressure alone. It does 
reveal, however, how cracked is the 


determined front presented by it at 
the beginning of the war, and there 
can be no doubt that the German 
“will to victory” is being steadily 
broken. 

There has recently been“ an im- 
provement in the stocks of bread, 


vegetables, potatoes and fruit, such 
as is usual at this season; But this 
improvement has not been so great 
as was é¢xpected, and it is insufficient 
to make good the decline in supplies 
of meat and fats and also of milk. 

The last named is falling in qualé 
ity and rising in cost, and there is 
also less. of fh. The still more men- 
acing shortage in fodder is reflecting 
and will reflect still more, on meat 
and all fats. 

The Berlin weekly ration of meat, 
250 grams, was unobtainable; the ex- 
perience was the same in other 
towns, with the result that in many it 
has been reduced to 200, and in some 
even to 150 grams, The bread ration 
is four pounds a week, and until it is 
reduced there cannot be certainty 
from scarcity of the disappointing 
nature of the harvest, or which, at 
the same time, there are not wanting 
indirect signs. 

Again, potatoes have greatly help- 
ed to bolster up the general food sit- 
uation, but the government still re- 
fuses to lift the present ration of sev- 
en pounds to the ten and one-half 
potnds, at which last year’s was first 
fixed, and until this ts done
